theſe Hoſpitals, at a leſs expence than can he af- 
forded for So many Hundreds in any other way, 
Thoſe Oeconomiſts muſt have much worſe rea- 
ſons for withholding their Charity, than merely 
becauſe They apprehend it to be /ubje#- to ſome 
Abuſe, and that iemannet do all the Good that 
is intended by it. But were this the true reaſon, 
it would-be a yery indifferent one; becauſe if no 
acts of Humanity are to be performed, unleſs we 
are ſure the Event will anſwer our wiſhes and ex- 
pectations, there can be little room for the exer- 
ciſe of any Virtue, or for the enjoyment of am 
Happineſs; for He that ob ſer veth the Wind ſhall 
not ſo and He that regardeth the Clouds fhall 
not reap. Howeyer, no Objections or Miſrepre- 
ſentations are of too Tight a nature to be over- 
looked, but ſhould rather oblige thoſe who are 
concerned in the MN ment of the Charity, to 
avoid all appearance of Partiality or private Views, 
that No-body may haye a Pretence to charge 
them with making @ Gain of their charitable La- 
bours, or nar, out their Ams to ſuch ſordid 
Intereſt. | For this reaſon, it is much to be wiſh- 
ed, that PzrSON.s of Fortune and Character 
would employ ſome of their many Hours of lei- 
ſure in making the ſtricteſt inquiry into our Ac- 
counts; and that They would ſo = at leaſt con- 
cern themſelves with the Conduct of our Affairs, 
as to prevent their being expoſed to any low and 
mean Traffick, with which the beſt Things are 
often mixed. | 
If. Gentlemen would beſtow a greater Particn 
of their time in the care of their reſpective Poor, 
who are more immediately a part of their Charge, 
We ſhould not hear of ſo many Abuſes, as have 
been chiefly occaſioned by- their indolence and 
negle&t: And it is pretty ſtrange, They ſhould 


be ſo extremely ignorant of thir own intereſt in 
this

this matter; for there is Nothing would gain 
them a greater influence over the People, or 
make them of more Conſequence,” where They 
deſire to be thought of Any, than taking upon 
_ themſelves a Truſt of this kind. No Places of 
Honor or Profit can ſet them in a more diſtin- 
guiſhed Light, or procure them more Advanta- 
ges. For chi would have it in their power to 
promote and encourage the practice of Virtue a- 
mongft the Lower Sort, by which means they 
would be able to keep their Ground, and pre- 
ſerve that due Subordination which is wearing 
out ſo faſt; as to call aloud for the Interpoſition 
ofthe Legiſlature, rt 
But this is a Grievance, which neither an Aa 
of Parliament, nor the whole Weight of the Ex- 
ecutive Power itſelf, can poſſibly redreſs, without 
the per /onal aſſiſtance of Men of Rank and For- 
tune. They alone can apply the proper Reme- 
dy to this Diſeaſe, and thereby do themſelves, 
their Families, and their Country, great Service : 
And in this Inſtance every ſingle Gentleman may 
tranſmit his Name to Poſterity with as much 
Credit, as in the preſent State of Things may 
fairly be divided amongſt many Ancient and Ho- 
norable Families. And without this, the preſent 
excellent Scheme that is on foot, for maintaining 
the Poor, muſt be rendered as ineffectual to every 
ole, as moſt of the Other Laws enact- 
ag he benefit of the Poor, have hitherto 
I cannot but think; it would be very happy for 
Thoſe who have it in their Power to do Good to 
Mankind, ſometimes to reflect < what a great A- 
< batement might be made in the Sorrows of 
Life, if Every Man would but lend his hand to 
make Himſelf and thereft of the World happy.

For we ſhall find this kind of Charity to be the 
moſt natural, agreeable, and uſeful exerciſe of 
our Humanity ia general; and to be in particular 
more free from exception; and of more fervice 
eo. whole Societies, as well as to the poorer Part, 
than any other Branch of Charity whatever. 
1. It is in general he moſt natural, agreeable, 
and uſeful exerciſe of our Humanity. For God 
has implanted in Us ſo earneſt a Defire of reliev- 
ing the Miſery of Others, that we can neither 
ſee nor of any diſtreſſes, without feeling in 
ſome meafure for thoſe that ſuffer under them, 
and wiſhing Our ſelves in a capacity of removing 
the Evils which Others bear. This is what We 
cannot get rid of, without doing the greateſt vi- 
 olentE to Our ſelves. And tho* our own Virtue 
in this particular may be very little, in a philo- 

 ſophical oſs; tis a Diſpoſition of mind we ought 
to glory ia, on account of the many neceſlary ad- 
vantages We receive from it; which is undoubt- 
edly a reaſon, why it has been ſo plentifully ſown 
2 Our Nature by the gracious Author of our 
But if it were otherwiſe; and it were in our 
Power to diveſt our felves of it, it would be ma- 
nifeſtly againſt -our Intereſt; becauſe Nothing 
more thoroughly recommends a Perſon to the 
eſteem of the World, than the abundance of his 

Good Will towards Men. . 

And it is not only the moſt natural and agree- 
able, but alſo the moſt v/efu/ exerciſe of our Ha- 
manity. For as the Subjects we have to do with 
are of the loweſt. rank of Men, This Employ- 
ment reminds Us, that it is by bearing One ano- 
thers Burdens we are to fulfill the Law of Chriſt. 
And he who is loftieſt in his own thoughts will 
by this means be often brought to refle&, that 
God is the common Father of Us All; and that

that We are Members Ohe of Another. How 
moving and natural, and how becoming the Cha- 
racter of an Apoſtle are thoſe humane and inftruc- 
tive words of St. Paul, Who is rat, ani I am 
not weak ?

(2 Cor. xi. 29.) 
Health, Rickes, Honor, Pavers and alt the 
other ſuppoſed Bleſſings of Liſe have a ftrong 
tendency to make us regardleſs of the Sufferings 
of thoſe that are 3 Us; and by degrees in- 
ſenſibly deſtroy that affe&ionate Diſpoſition which 
is implanted in our Souls. Whereas an habit of 
bearing a compaſſionate regard to the wretched 
_ eſtate of our Poor Brethren, and of being better 

acquainted with their Circumſtances, make Us 
know and feel that We are ſubject to like infirmi- 
ties; that the Loweſt are often (for that Reaſon) 
the jeaſt corrupted part of the World; and that 
it is not the outward Condition, but the immor- 
tal Mind that reſides within Us, which makes the 
true diſtinction between One Man and Another, 
For of all conſiderations Theſe are the moſt fitted 
to bring Us to a Knowledge of Our ſelves, and 
to prepare Us for that great Change of our Be- 
ing, which levels all Orders and Conditions of 
Men; and leaves the only Difference which will 
remain to all 7 the Difference between 
the Virtuous and the Wickec. 
2. This Charity is in particular more free from 
Exce than Many Others, and might therefore 
immediately encouraged by our Saviour.

But whatever 
may be objected to theſe or any Other. Charities ; 
This of viſiting, or relieving the Sick is, without 
any ſhadow of doubt, a branch of pure and unde- 
Filed Religion. And whatever may be urged a- 
gainſt relieving Men in other pretended Evils ; 
a maimed or broken Limb, an afflicted Body, or 
a diſtempered Head, are ſuch viſible and indiſpu- 
table proofs of the reality of a ſuffering State, 
that all Senſe of Humanity, as well as Virtue, 
muſt be gone out of Us, before we can'be deaf 
to the Voice of ſuch Complaints.

3. This Branch is of more Uſe to the Poor 


themſelves than any other. For, Health is one 
of the natural and common Bleſſings of their 
rank, as on the other hand Sickneſs and Infirmi- 
ty are the price of thoſe irregularities which ordi- 
narily flow from the higher Stations of Life. So 


that when the Poor are deprived of this Bleſſing, 


the r of their eſtate is overturned, and 
They loſe 

their Cup, and their IJnberitance: From whence, 
ve have amore immediate call to help them, be- 
fore the waters have overwhelmed them, and the 
ſtream has gone over their Soul, They may then 
be enabled to bear up againſt the Evils, which at 
one and the ſame time afflict their Bodies, and de- 


prive them of thoſe very means of ſupport, that 


alone could make them any amends. For by 
this change of their condition their Poverty is ag- 
gravated, and They are left in the moſt naked 
and defenceleſs State, that can be imagined. 

In theſe Circumſtances we have the moſt fa- 


vourable Opportunities that can ever be afforded, 


of ſecuring their Affections, ſoftening their Paſ- 
ME x ſions, 


at which ſhould be the portion of

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ions, reforming their Manncrs, and ſhewing 
them how they may in patience poſſeſs their' Souls 
that through tribulation and diſtreſs, they may be 
brought to ſuch a ſenſe of their Duty to God and 
Man, as Multitudes of them never arrive at with- 
out this feeling way to inſtruction. The Day of 
affliction is more eſpecially a proper time for them. 
to conſider, who have never been imploy'd in an 
Hours Reflection. And it is alſo the moſt fa- 


vourable Seaſon of inſinuating, or inſtilling uſeful 


Knowledge into the minds of the Ignorant, who ' 
are ſeldom taught to refine away the principles of 

common Gratitude, but are naturally diſpoſed to 

incline their ear to ſuch of their Benefactors as 
(in the ſignificant phraſe, of the Eſalmiſt) have 
known their Souls in Adverfity. x. 
4. Now ſuch Benefits as theſe to the Poor, who 

make up the Bulk, and Weight (and I was going 
to add, the Power and Strength) of a Kingdom, 
ſufficiently prove the greater Excellence of this 
Charity 0 Societies in general, as well as the Poor 
in particular. And this will appear in the moſt 
irreſiſtible Light, if we conſider, that by the 
timely aſſiſtance we give to the Sick, we become 
the fortunate Inſtryments, not only of ſaving a 
prodigious number of hands to the Public; but 
alſo of bringing to Light a numerous People in 
the courle of a few years, le nh 


Tusk are the ſuperior Advantages of a Cha- 
rity, which is of ſo pure and unmized a nature, 
and is ſo pecularly calculated for the ſervice of 
Mankind, that we may eaſily account for the great 
pains which our Saviour took to lead Us into this 
comprehenſive manner of doing Good: Nor can 
any thing higher be ſaid of it, than that HE, who 
is always touched «ith a feeling of our Infirmities, 
not only proved his Miſſion by Miracles, but at

his Benevolence, as well as of his Divine Autho- 
rity ; and gave it in charge to his Diſciples to de 
the fame : not only to preach the King dowef God, 
but to exert their Power in this particular inſtance 
of Humanity of the Dient Sick: An Employ- 
ment ſo worthy of th that even They 
who afterwards counterfeited 15 Authority, en- 
deavoured to imitate Him in theſe Acts of Merey, 
as well as in the other Wonders that Crean 
Chitdren of Men. 


Aud wow to a apply thaſs Things Se ee 
to the Occgſion of aſſembling Our Selves toge- 
ther at this Time; what greater encouragement 
can we poſſibly | have to proſecute the beneficent 
Work. we have undertaken in the cauſt of the 
Helpleſs, than to bear in our Minds the example of 
Our Great Maſter, and the inſtructions He gave 
his Followers; from which we know aſſuredly, 
that We alſo, (accordin to our ſeveral abuities) 
are doing the Horks of God. 
To the Hanor of the prefent Ape it ought to 
be obſerved, that notwithſtanding the many rea- 
ſonable Complaints that may be made on other 
Heads, Tus kind of Charity has been encouraged 
beyond the example of former Times; which muft 
be owing in a great meaſure to the prudent Me- 
thods that have been eſtabliſhed fo making the 
Conduct of it as unexceptionable, as can be ex- 
pected from Human Things. For Mankind is 
not in ſo depraved a Condition, as to withſtand 
any juſt attempts for the real Service of their Fel- 
low Creatures, where the Good that is propoſed

I ay This with the more freedom, becauſe it is 
the Glory of our preſent Undertaking, to have re- 
ceived equal encouragement and ſypport from 
Perſons. of all ranks, and all Denominations a- 
mongſt us. For ſurely we ought to agree to act 
together in the common Circumitances of Life as 
Men; and might even go on to do Good to AL 
in general, without being expoſed to the ſenſeleſs 
imputations, which little Minds are apt to throw 
in our way, of walking in the Counſel of the Ungodly, 
or Ng PRO d with Unbelievers. Anda 
Condu T of this ſort in matters of common con- 
gern, is the more to be encourageds becaule it has 
the greateſt influenee on the happineſs of All 
Society; by ſoftening Men's animoſities, and 
bringing Them to act with temper in every other 

article of Life, ſince They can ſo eaſily do it in 
But my intention is not at preſent to ſpeak of 
Charity in general; upon which all the Stores of 
Reaſoning and Eloquence have been ſpent, and 
every Argument exhauſted, that can be drawn 
from Nature, Experience, and Scripture.

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And it has been found by the experience of all 
Times that the moſt uſeful Way of promormg 
this Charity, is to make a proper proviſion for 
receiving as many of a Sick into one Houſe, as 
the Circumſtances of Places and Things will al- 
low ; which may be further evident” from the - 
following Conſiderations. 2 
I. One Advantage to the Publiek, from an. 
Hoſpital, too material to be omitted here, i is, that 
the Expence of relieving a great number of Sick 
Perſons, who ſhall attend for that purpoſe in 2b# 
ſame Place, bears no proportion to the Charge of 
aſſiſting them at their ſeparate Homes; which 
never yet admitted of the leaſt doubt amon; 
Thoſe who are competent Judges of this parti- 
cular. So that in this View; there may be reſerv- 
ed a new Fund in ſtore, en 1 Pere 3 
which call for our aid. 

2. When the Poor are left at their own Dwel- 
lings, They are in greater danger of being neg- 
lected and overlooked ; becauſe their Concerns 
are of too Private a nature, to be the talk of the 
World; or indeed to be known at all, but by 
Such as make it their Study to enquire after them. 
For tho We have ihe Poor always with us, Their 
Situation is too diſadvantageous to engage the at- 
tention of Thoſe who are ſwallowed up in the 
Buſineſs or Pleaſures of Life, and, for that reaſon, 
will hardly be perſuaded to ſealel for them in ibe 
holes and N bs of the Earth. And though we 
are told by Solomon, That the Rich and Poor meet 
together (Prov. xxii. 2.) We are pretty ſure that 
They can never do it on equal terms, but at thoſe 
important Seaſons ; the ys of Sen; me the 
Day of Judgment.

3. They will have that Help in this! way, 
which it is impoſſible to give them in any Other, 
þy ſuch proper and ſuitable care and advice, as

And when All Circumſtances are conſidered ; 
Who of Us (in the be condition of Life) can 
expect to be uſed with more tenderneſs, to be 
attended with more diligence, or to have our 
Complaints examined with more honeſty and 
ſkill than will be the happy Lot of thoſe di- 
ſtreſſed Perſons, who ſhall be 2 real Objects 
ct this Charity ? unleſs it can be preſumed, that 
great Number of the moſt — Perſons 
af all Orders and Degrees, who have undertaken 
the glorious Province, of being the Guardians of 
the aſſſicted Poor of their can fail in a 
Duty, where their own Honor and Credit; their 
own Intereſt and the Intereſt of the Publick ; the 
wyes of Religion, and the common tyes of Hu- 
manity, are all moſt nearly co d. 
And what is ſtill more; 

4. The Good They may receive from ſuch a 
Foundation in their ſpiritual Concerns, is . evi - 
dent. For many religious purpoſes will be an- 
ſwered in a Place where an exact regularity. of 
Manners ought to. be maintained. It may rea- 
ſonably be preſumed, that great Numbers of the

And if any additional 
encouragement can be given to this Circumſtance, 
it muſt be to conſider, that the Methods which 


have 
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have been of late eſtabliſhed, for making this Cha- 
rity of uſe and ſervice to Mankind, have infinitely 
exceeded all that we know of it ſince Miracles 
were ceaſed. Several I houſands in a Year, have 
been cured and diſcharged from only two Hoſpi- | 
tals in the City of London: Several Thouſands 
more have been yearly rejected, who have applied 
Themſelves from all corners of the Kingdom to 
theſe charitable Societies, without ſucceſs, becauſe 
They are incapable of extending their Founda- 
tions (large as They are) in any manner that will 
anſwer the boundleſs wants of the Poor of a whole 
Kingdom. So that there can be no reaſonable 
doubt, but the laudable Beginning we have now 
made, will put it into the Hearts of the Liberal 
and well minded, and of Thoſe who have Power, 
and Intereſt in other CounTits, to make ſuch a 

proviſion for the ſick and wounded Poor near 
their own Homes, as will be to the greater com- 
fort and ſatisfaction of needy families; as well 
as to the greater advantage and credit of the 
Chriſtian Name, at a time when the true Spirit 
of Chriſtianity ſeems to be departing from Us. 
Herz the ſubje& would naturally lead Me to 
lay hold of the Time, the Place, and the ancient 
Cuſtom of ſuch Aſſemblies, to make our due 
acknowledgements to thoſe HonouraBLe and 
Wokrhy Perſons, whoſe Bounty and Zeal have 
procured Us the great, and unexpected Encour- 
agement We have already met with.

And it is hoped, that the certain Expe- 
rience we have had of the Uſefulneſs of ſuch 
Undertakings, will encourage all Perſons that 
are really diſpoſed to do Good, to make this 
kind of Charity more diffuſive and extenſive than 
it has hitherto been. (-/ .
